2» Applicants appreciate Examiner A indicating that claims 1 8-35 are allowed. In 
addition. Applicants respectfully submit that all claims pending herein are in condition 
for allowance for the reasons explamed below. 

3. Claims 1-12 [sic, 1-7] were rejected under §102(b) over Shinjo in section 2 df 
the Office Action, Dxiring the telephonic interview. Examiner A indicated that this 
rejection should be applied against Llaims 1-7 rather than claims 1-12. Examiner A 
directed Applicants' representative jto annotate the Office Action accordingly and to 
address this rejection with respect to claims 1-7 in this response. Accordingly, 
Applicants respectfully traverse thi^ rgection with respect to claims 1-7. 

Independent claim 1 recites an electron-emitting element comprising an electric 



field applying portion comprising a 
the dielectric field applying portion, 



L dielectric, a first electrode formed on a surface of 
a second electrode formed on the surface of the 
electric field applying portion, and ^ slit formed in cooperation with the first electrode. 

Independent claim 4 recites a!n electron-emitting element comprising an electric 
field applying portion comprising atj least one of a piezoelectric material, an 
electrostrictive material and an antiferroelectric material, a first electrode formed on a 
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surface of the electric field applying portion, a second electrode formed on the surface 
of the electric field applying portion, and a slit formed in cooperation with th first 
electrode. 

Applicants respectfully subnait that the electric field applying portion of the 
electron-emitting element of the present invention acts as an insulator^ not a 
conductive or scmiconductive subs^ince. More specifically, the electric field applying 
portion is a dielectric material whidh generates polarization. 

On the other hand, the alleged "electric field applying portion" of the Shityo 
reference is made firom an electrocJnductjve film, which is a conductive or 
semiconductive material (see Shinjo, Col. 23, lines 1-10). Moreover, Shinjo*s 
electroconductive film does not generate any polarization. 

For at least the foregoing reajsons. Applicants respectfully submit that 
independent claims 1 and 4 and all claims depending therefi-om define patentable 
subject matter over Shinjo. Accordingly, Applicants respectfully request that the . 
above rejection be reconsidered and withdrawn. 



4, Claims 8-17 were rejected under §103(a) over Shinjo. Applicants respectfiiUy
